A valuable paper is ecmtributod to 


Apiilotons' Popular Science Monthly liy 
Professor M. V. O'Shea of tho Univor- 
Bity of Wiwmmiu. It explains what is 
the matter jvith many of the children 
whr> Bocm dull, lazy and irritable at 
home and at school. Tho condition 
ari' os largely from Insufficient brain 
and nerve nourishment. 


Intellectual effort is attended always 


•vrii h tho usinK up and destroying of the 
nucleus of cells in tho brain. Tho brain 
is t ho source of nerve power, bunco of 
all effort It is stimulated to action by 
nnt -iido thiucs. When thus stimulated 
lidiifi of its cells nro rapidly used up. 
Tin i result is bruin fntiffuo. 
When tho 


bnnn is fatigued, all tho rest of the 
body is weak, languid and apparently 
lus-y. Being than weak, children &oniu- 
tiinus are liars mid cowards when it is 
only tho result of their physical con- 
dition. 


AVTiether tho lirain cells aro worn out 


willi mental and emotional work or 
win ther they aro starved by unsuitable 
or insufficient nourishment in tho first 
place fie result is tho same—a weak, 
languid and irritable state of mind and 
body. Tliroo times out of four infants 
thul nro called "cross" are BO because 
their nerves aro starved. Tho brain colls 
are uouri.Oiod by foods containing much 
albumen, or tho protoids as chemists 
call them. Such foods as bread made of 
whole wheat, a good and pure article of 
mi I k, lean meat, fish and oatmeal may bo 
men Honed as containing tho albuminous 
demonta Tho raw white of egg is almost 
food preparation!! on tho market that con- 
tain theproteids in generous proportion. 
Eve ry infant food ought to have an 
oflii iul analysis mado of it before it is 
permitted to lie put upon tho market, to 
iupiiro a sufliciei.t amount of the brain 
feeding clement in it. Professor O'Shca 
mentions several instances in which 
wenl:, peevish luld dull children -were 
inado bright, strong, healthy and sweet 
tonijxirod by simply changing their 
food and giving them to eat palatable 
substances containing brain and nerve 
food. Tho perfect brain and nerve food 
requires also a duo proportion of such 
fats us aro found in pure cream and but- 
tev uud tho vegetable oils. 


1'iofossoi O'Shea contrasts tho above 


diet with that on which children are 
usually supposed to bo nourished. They 
aro fed on white bread and cakes and 
sweet stuffs and watery vegetables till 
their braiusjmdjicaxoamp starml,. J,to 
homo when it is their stupid and wick- 
ed (uirents and teachers who aro to' 
blame. 


Jklunttil and emotional stimulants uso 


up Iho brain cells rapidly. After 2>^ 
hours' steady intellectual work at school 
tho child becomes fatigued. Its memory, 
perci'ptiou and judgment aro impaired. 
A good way to test when a child bo- 
comes fatigued is mentioned by Mr. 
O'Sheu. Have tho child pick up a light 
rod, and with it touch a point or cer- 
tain spot a few feet away, but within 
easy reach. Tho well nourished pupil 
will bo able to do this readily in tho 
morning-, but after about 2% hours' 
work tho hand will bccomo unsteady 
and tho sight, perception and judgment 
loss (juiek and accurate. Tho brain cells 
nro emptied and want nourishment and 
time to rest till they fill again. 


The. horrible way many sonii-idiotio 


persons have of tossing infants up and 
down sind constantly chucking and 
clucking at them under tho mistaken 
impression that they aro thus "amus- 
ing" tho young ones is a direct way to 
ruin their nervous systems and deplete 
their brain power for lifo. A child's 
tender nerves need, first of all, gener- 
ous nourishment and repose to gather 
strength for growth and development 
Miuiy a hapless young one is kept up 
uightM to suit its parents' convenience, 
is chicied at and poked and trotted till 
its nervous system gives way altogeth- 
er, and it cries and has convulsions. 
Then tho doctor comes and gives it med- 
icine for' 'hysterics.'' A hysterical child 
is a monument to its mother's inconipe- 
tency. 


When such information as is contain- 


ed in Professor O'Shea's paper is gener- 
ally diffused, then that most important 
of all matters, tho proper development 
and educating of children, will he bet- 
ter understood and a different race of 
human beings will result.

Juno 
17, 189'!, occurred tho unexpected and 
dramatic meeting of Jack.son and Nan- 
sen in J'Vauz-Josef Land. 


This summer finally Jackson returns 


homo to rest and report tho result of his 
explorations. For ono thing, both ho 
and Nansen prove tho falsity of tho the- 
ory that there is any extensive body of 
land about tho north polo. They thor- 
oughly mapped out tho north coast of 
Franz-Josef Land.

liov. Eobert Mclntyrc, pastor of St. 


James' Methodist Episcopal charch, Chi- 
cago, h.is ideas of his own on tho sub- 
ject of amassing wealth. Some timo 
ngo ho i iffored to grub stake Mr. Edward 
Pago O iston in tho Klondike — that is, 
fit him out, pay his way there and snp- 
port him while ho prospected for gold. 
Tho person who grab stakes the miner 
usually gets half the products of tho 
mine. 


In conversation with a Chicago Trib- 


uno rojiorter in regard to tno above 
scheme Dr. Mclntyro was frankly out- 
spoken in his defense of seeking wealth 
by mining and of. seeking wealth in all 
houoral lo ways. 
But 
tho miner's 


wealth, tho preacher said, is the clean- 
est riches of all, morally speaking. Tho 
no one, cheats no ouo, makes no one 
poorer, oven though ho become a many 
millioui'd man. 


Thosn who amass fortunes on the 


stock and produce exchange or in trade 
arc not producers, obson ed tho preach- 
er. Tln-y add nothing to tho world's 
wealth. They merely live off tho pro- 
ditceis, and at pivM'tifc tho pz'odueers itro 
lew and those who live off them many. 
It is rig lit mid wholly liiuclaUo, m tho 
opinion of Dr. Mclntyre, for preachers 
and for others to enrich themselves hon- 
orably by joining the ranks of producers 
and increasing tho wealth of iniuikmd. 


The Discriminating Clause. 


With respect to the so called discrim- 


inating eJau.se in tho Dingley tariff law, 
many people in New England and Can- 
ada arc asking,'' Who frowed dat brick?'' 
So far no satisfactory answer lias been 
obtained to the question who is respon- 
sible for section 2 2 of the new act. 


For many years the Canadian Pacific 


railroad has been shipping goods laud- 
ed irom English steamers in British 
Columbia and various British American 
ports direct through to the United 
States to be sold. The only duty p;acl 
was that levied on all foreign goods 
when received at San Francisco and other 
American ports. The fact that American 
railways were under the restrictions of 
tho interstate commerce law and com- 
pelled to observe its long and short haul 
provisions gave the Canadian road a de- 
cided advantage. It could make better 
freight rates than tho American linos. 


Section 22 of tho Dmgloy bill re- 


quires that an art valorem tax of ] 0 per 
cent shall bo placed on all foreign goods 
brought to America in foreign vessels 
and shipped into this country through 
countries contiguous to ours. 
The 


clause, however, will not be enforced 
against countries with which tho Unit- 
ed States has special commercial trea- 
ties. Wo have no such special treaty 
with Canada, and section 22 hits the 
Canadian railroad a slap direct.

England merchants complain that it in- 
creases the cost of goods received by 
them from foreign lands through Can- 
goods, but tho American railroad com- 
panies and western and southern mer- 
chants like the clause, and so it goes.

with the result. Many of them never 
expected to again see adequate pro- 
tection to th'-ir Industry.

It Is believed 
that for the '-ominpr year the consump- 
tion of wool by domestic manufacturers 
will exceed that of any previous year, 
not only mal-ing a mai ket for wool, but 
Klvmp: employment to labor, furnishing 
It with ability to purchase much need- 
ed household supplies, which spreads 
money In every direction, thus increas- 
ing tbe gcneial prosperity. 


For the flr^t time in four years there 


IK not a cloud on the horizon to menace 
business piosperity. Those who are an- 
ticipating an immediate boom, however, 
may be disappointed The improvement, 
to be lastinc, must be gradual. The 
tendency of prices will be upward. The 
prospect of higher cost for material 
acts as a spur upon the demand Since 
the Wilson law was contemplated the 
tendcncv of prices for merchandise has 
been downward, acting as a check to 
business expansion, for merchants then 
stocking thr.. shelves were confronted 
with the prospect of having merchan- 
dise shrink in value before It could be 
disposed of. Shrinking prices has been

From the Jersey City Journal. 


The Dmtjtey tarltf has given employ- 


ment to 4,SjOO woikrnen in the potteries 
of this state. The Wilson tariff made 
these .same 4,500 men idle for the past 
three yeais. During these three years 
these men, who had formerly been earn- 
ing from $20 to $40 a week under the 
McKinley tariff, have been on the canal 
towpath working for "$10 a month and 
board," driving horse cars, sweeping 
streets and thanking God for a Job that 
would pay them $1.25 a day. 


In these same thiee years seven- 


eighths of the capital invested in pot- 
teries in this state has not yielded 3 
per cent. Inteie.st. Five of the greatest 
concerns, \\ith almost one-half of the 
money tepresented in the business be- 
hind them, have gone to the wall, and 
are still in the hands of receivers, or 
have liquidated and gone to new own- 
ers. The potteries of Trenton, accord- 
ing to a carefully prepared estimate in 
The Tribune, had when the Wilson bill 
went Into effect a payroll of $50,000 a 
week, and when the Dingley tariff came 
to the rescue of the potteries after three 
years of the Wilson tariff, this payroll 
had gone down to $8,000 a week. This 
means that the Wilson tariff cost the 
pottery workers of the city of Trenton 
alone R 185.000 a year! The Dingley 
tariff means the return of $2,185,000 a 
year to the workmen of Trenton In this 
single Industry, and that is only a 
starter, for the Dingley tariff has fea- 
tures even more favorable to the pot- 
teries than the McKinley tariff had. 


If anything could eloquently picture 


tbe desolation and destruction of i.he 
Wilson tariff It Is this statement re- 
garding the scattering of the workmen 
under its operation The writer in The 
Tribune says: 


"During the last three years the opera- 


tives have voluntarily agreed to a re- 
duction of about 33 1-3 per cent, in their 
wages in the hope of keeping the shops 
running and holding the home market 
against the foreigners, but the manu- 
facturers could not then compete and 
the doors were closed. 


"The decorating shops of Trenton that 


have been operated at all have pur- 
chased the ware they decorated In 
England, Fiance and Germany It fre- 
quently happened that the decorating 
shop was located next door to a big 
pottery, whose warehouse was groaning 
under the load of the same kind of 
stock the decorator had shipped from 
England, France and Germany, the for- 
eign ware having been brought to the 
very doors of the pottery here at a cost 
to the decorator of 1C per cent, less than 
the actual cost to manufacture in this 
city 


"Fully 100 families have gone from 


Trenton to England, in which country 
the pottortoo havo flourished unrlpr the 
Wilson tariff rates, and there made the 
ware that supplied the American mar- 
ket, 
while the shops here were closed, 


and the grass was growing over the 
heretofore busy driveways." 


In Trenton there are 34 potteries. 


There are three of four score shops and 
other establishments employing labor, 
whose very existence is dependent upon 
the potteries. Tiieie are in the city of 
Trenton no less than 35.000 people, male 
and femalj, in the families whose com- 
fort is derived wholly from the pros- 
perous condition of this system of in- 
terdependent industry. Within six days 
after the Wilson law was enacted, de- 
privation, v,ant, and. in increasing de- 
grees, the actual pains of poverty took 
possession nf these helpless workers. 
For three yeai s they have been blindly 
waiting for succor and at last it has 
come, for the mr-it reliable reports from 
that city already show that there 
thousands are finding steady employ- 
ment, and within 15 months all Mill be 
employed and at wages nearly 25 per 
cent, higher than were paid even to the 
few fortunate laborers who held places 
during the three years ot Democratic 
destitution.

"Ho was an ordinary, everyday sort of

all, but ho was knowing enough to save

"He was a good nil 


ound animal timt I could put to team 
ork of every kind, and if I had occasion 
o ride 60 miles he could carry me there

ftor my woik of the day was done, I end- 
led up Peter—that was the mule's name 
—and started over to Musten's ranch, 
hree miles away, expecting thnt he would

"My ranch was' iu the AInubres valloy, 
t a place culled Fnlrbrothers, where there 
ras a little colony of six or seven Ainerl- 
an families strung along us many miles 
f the river, and we all were engaged both 
n funning and stock raising, with a mar- 
et for our meat and vegetables at the 
nine oiimpi in the;Blflck range.

ftd the most etook'of all of us, and he 
cept in his employ two herdera for his 
heep and cattle. I knew that he had gone 
with his family to Mimbresthac day, and, 
hot being onr postomeo, my purpose in 
kllnf? over to his house was to qee if he 
ad brought mo any mail. Just as I was 
tarting from my house the thought of 
ihiof Geronimo, then on the warpath, 
aroo to my mind, and I went back and 
ot my Winchester rifle.
